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INTRODUCTION 


The Order odonata is popularly known as dragonflies. These insects are famous for 
their power to control the populations of noxious insects viz. mosquitos, termites, flies, aphids 
etc. They occur all over the world. 

The state Meghalaya is situated in the North-eastern part of India, it was created 
in 1972; previous to this it was within Assam along with Arunachal Pradesh, Mizoram, 
Manipur, Nagaland. Its physiography is based on three hills- Garo; Khasi and Jaintia. It 
is divided into five administrative districts. The area is provided with innumerable rivulets 
and streams flowing in the grooves and gorges of hills and valleys. There are number of 
lakes, ponds and rivers. The rivers are torrentials and flow in the direction of ranges and 
froms water falls along the preciptous edges (Figs. 1& 2). The vegetation is dominated by 
temperate and tropical evergreen forests. 

The first record of Odonata from the state was made by Selys and Hagen is 1853 
(Lahiri 1987). Lahiri (op. cit) compiled as well as studied the available materials from the 
state and reported 147 species and subspecies. Prasad and Ghosh (1984 a) described one 
species which Lahiri did not include. Recently Zoological Survey of India has undertaken 
a project to study the fauna of the state. In this connection reassesment of fauna of the 
state is being made. Works so far published and or under preparation do not contain detailed 
geographical distribution of any taxon as well as Zoogeography. 

The present paper is in continuation of the project fauna of Meghalaya series. It contains 
detailed geopraphical distribution of each species and subspecies scattered in literature and 
discussion on zoogeography. 


MATERIALS AND METHODS 

Odonata materials collected by different parties from Zoological Survey of India were 
examined in the laboratory at Calcutta. The result of the studies were divided into two 
parts—state fauna and Zoogeography. The state fauna contains data on collection, keys for 
iddentification etc. It has been prepard by Dr. V.D.Srivatava and C.Sinha. In this paper 
data on collection and species recorded by them have also been omitted. 

Taxahave been arranged following Fraser's (1957) Reclassification. Arrangement of 
species have been made following Lahiri (1987). In case of species and subspecies geographical 
distribution have been cited with authorities. In case of families and genera names of countries, 
available in modem literature, have been cited. Distribution has been divided into India 
and outside India. In case of species and subspecies distribution is divided into Meghalaya, 
outside Meghalay and outside India. Localities, outside Meghalaya but within India, have 
been divided tentatively into Eastern India, Western India, Northern India, Southern India 
etc.* since several indeterminate localities viz. Bengal, Assam, Deccan, Western India, Northwest 
India, Indo-China etc. are prevalent in literatre. Indeterminalte / broad names of licalities 
have also been retained only when definite localities could not be determined.

Synlestes and Chlorolestes. This is the first family-rank treatment; so after the separation 
from the family Lestidae and elevation to do family status the valid name is Synlestidae 
Tillyard.

DISCUSSION 

The state of Meghalaya having an area of 22,549 sp. km. supports 148species and 
subspecies distributed over 80 genera, 14 families and two suborders. Lahiri (1987) reported 
Chlorogomphus campioni Fraser from the state. It is actually a mistake since the species 
is confined in the Western Ghats. 

Analysis of the number of species and subspecies reveals the following data (number 
of species and subspecies are within the brackets and number of genera are outside the 
brackets). 

Amphiplerygidae : 1 (lsp.); Chlorocyphidae: 2. (8 spp. & subspecies). Euphaeidae : 
3 (8 spp. & subspecies);. Calopterygidae : 5 (8 spp.& subspecies); Synlestidae : 1 (2 spp.); 
Lestidae : 3 (5spp.); Protoneuridae : 2 (3 spp.); Platycnemididaee : 4 (13 spp.); Coenagrionidae: 
7 (16 spp.); Gomphidae : 15 (20 spp.); Aeshnidae : 9 (17spp.) Cordulegasteridae : 2 (4 
spp.); Corduliidae : 4 (5spp.); Libellulidae : 22 (38 spp.subspecies). 

From the above data it is clear that like other parts of the world Libellulidae is 
the most successful group in the state. Next to this come successively families viz. Gomphidae, 
Aeshnidae and Coenagrionidae both in number of genera and species. 
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Analysis of data on geograpical distribution leads to the following deductions.

Paths of faunal invasion/exchange : Two paths of faunal exchanges played important 
roles in the formation of faunal wealth of India. They are : Western border line or the 
area lying between the plains of river Indus and the Iranian-Afganistan borders. This gate 
have not played very important roles in the formation of the fauna of the state of Meghalaya. 

The role played by the eastern border line or the Assam-Burma border line is very 
important. Although Mani (1974) stresses its importance on the paths of faunal exchange, 
but in case of Odonata the area is transitional and represents a gate of faunal exchange 
as well as important centre of differentiation and radiation. The area appears to be an important 
meeting point of the humid tropical tertiary mountain faunas and the Gondwana fauna. Through 
this gate almost uninterrupted interchanges have taken place between different parts of eastern 
India as well as peninsula and Asia. Besides 29 endemic forms (including indeterminate 
forms) nearly one hundred sixteen forms are almost continuously distributed either from the 
pensular India or Gangetic plains to the state. Many of them have spread to Indo-China 
to Australia in the South-East; China, Tibet in the northern direction Nepal, Western Himalaya, 
Afghanistan etc in the Western direction. 

This exchange mainly involved transgression of the Indo-Chinese and Malayan faunas 
into India. This has been along two lines—primainly westwards along the Himalays and 
southwards to peninsula. The asiatic fauna have spread in the direction of the west both 
to the North and the South of the eastern end of the Himalaya. North of the Himalaya 
these faunas have transgressed not only to the eastern Tibet but also mountain ranges of 
the Himalayas oh. the India side. The Indo-Chinese and the Malayan forms extended further 
west and they are indeed represented by a seris of local forms along the Himalayas. 

Remarks on endemism : 

For generic endemism, Emerson’s (1995) definition is : “Endemic genera are found 
only in a single major Zoogeographical region” For the present purpose “Endemism” has 
been evaluated only in terms of the state of Meghalaya which is vast enough extent of 
land mass (22, 549 sq. km.) to justify a more rstricted approach. In this limited sense one 
genus and twenty nine species and subspecies are endemic to the state, 

Note on speciation : The state supports twenty nine endemic species and subspecies 
(including indeterminate forms). They are presumed to have evolved locally (Sensu Roonwal 
& Verma (1997). The area supports dense vegetation (Tropical evergreen Temperate vegetation 
etc.), innumerable rivulets and streams flowing in the grooves and gorges of hills and valleys; 
there are a number of lakes, ponds and rivers; the rivers are torrentials and flow in the 
direction of ranges and forms water falls along the precipitous edges. In this way and by 
other ecological factors the whole area has been divided into several pockets. As a result 
the migration pressure becomes low. Moreover, after the formation of the Himalaya, odonates 
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which reached the area from different sources got enough diversity of ecological niches. 
As a rresult of which the competion became less and populations were divided into small 
groups containing populations of different sizes. Hence the population effects called into play 
and the intensity of variations increased and the process of speciation speeded up (Dubinin 
1931; Dubinin & Romaschoff 1932; Dobzhansky 1951; Huxley 1963; Roonwal 1947, 1953, 
1954; Wright 1931a, b; 1932; 1935; 1940a, b; 1946). 

SUMMARY 

The paper deals with the detailed geographical distribution of taxa occurring in Meghalaya 

state. 

The paper discusses the contribution of each family in the composition of the fauna. 
It discusses the distribution pattern of the species, paths of faunal exchange and the causes 
of high rate of endemism. 
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
